Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Neuman fails to disclose, either expressly or 
inherently, multiplexing the digital audio data stream with the digital video data stream. After carefully reconsideration, 
Neuman discloses a semaphor controlled multiplexor (507) is maintained over the IR transmitter and signal processing 
(page 4 paragraphs 0052; see Figure 10). Furthermore, the proposed amendment does not overcome Neuman.
